Mandalay, Wth-Feb., 11 o.m.—Lord 
- Dafferin gave a-dinner to-night, and after-. 
wards oxprossedghimself as follows :— 
General Roberts and gontlemen,—As thia 
is tho first time that I have found myself in 
tho presence of the Commander-in-Chief, 
‘and the chicf officers of the Army, serving 
tha fiold in Upper Burma, I desire to taka 
the-opportunity of proposing to you the 
health of Goneral Prondargast and all those, 
beth officors’ and mon, who have served 
under him, during.the recent. successful 
campaign. With this toast I wish to. couple 
the names of the oflicers‘and men of the 
Naval Brigade, .as: well aa of tho officers 
and men of the Burmess - Volunteer 
Cotps, It is neodless for me to ropoat 
‘what is known to all, that tho invasion 
.of Upper Burma was undertaken with 
“regrot by the Indian Goyernment. We 
had no quarro] with tho inhabitants, and 
thé prospect of its. conquest, whatever 
might be the ultimate advantage, was cor- 
tain to be fraught with immediate oxpensu, 
"anxiety and omburrasamont.
